Sarn man branded 
a ‘violent bully’ 
after hitting brother 

floor, fracturing his wrist. 

When he went to work, his col¬ 
leagues noticed his injuries, initi¬ 
ated enquiries and Ian Lang was 
arrested. 

He claimed both of them used 
violence. 

The judge told the defendant: 
“You over-reacted. You have a 
propensity to lose your temper 
when you don’t get your own 
way.” 

The injuries which his brother 
suffered, he said, were serious. 

Added the judge: “You had the 
good sense to plead guilty and for 
that I give you maximum credit.” 




A LOCAL man who 
attacked his brother has 
been branded “a violent 
bully” by a judge at 
Cardiff Crown Court. 

Ian Lang, aged 24, of Sarn, 
was told by Judge Niclas Parry: 
“There is no other description that 
I can apply.” 

Lang, a man with no previous 
convictions, admitted inflicting 
grievous bodily harm on 43-year- 
old Christopher Lang. 

He was jailed for 28 weeks, the 
sentence suspended for 18 
months, made subject to a one-

year supervision order, and direct¬ 
ed to carry out 140 hours unpaid 
work for the community. 

He was also directed to pay 
prosecution costs of £200 and 
compensation to his victim of 
£750. 

Prosecutor Hilary Roberts said 
that on July 14 the two men 
became involved in a dispute and, 
during a scuffle, Ian Lang 
punched his brother. 

More punches were thrown 
and Christopher Lang fell to the 


Council ponders the 
cost of staff sick days 


SICKNESS 
absence at 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
four care homes 
cost £308,000 in a 
year, as managers 
brought in other 
staff or increased 
overtime levels to 
cover. 

This information was 
given to a special panel 
set up by the council’s 
corporate resources and 
improvement scrutiny 
committee to investigate 
levels of sickness 
absence. 

The cost to the coun¬ 
cil at the care homes also 
includes a further 
£337,000, which was the 
wages paid to staff mem¬ 
bers while they were off 
sick. 

The panel was set up 
after the council 
received figures for 
2007-08, which showed 
that public sector 
absence levels in the UK 
stood at between 9 and

The figure within 
Bridgend at that time 
was much higher - at

Absence levels in 
Bridgend have dropped 
since, with the figure for 
2008-09 standing at 14.3 
days and further reduc¬ 
tions are in the pipeline 
for 2009, thought to be 
21 per cent. 

These reductions have 
been put down to the 
higher priority now 
given to the manage¬ 
ment of sickness 
absence by the chief 
officers and cabinet, and 
dedicated training for 
managers who conduct 
‘return to work’ inter¬ 
views. 

The panel found that 
the council needs more 
detailed information 


landed at the airport.

The panel felt that it 
was important to put a 
figure on the cost of 
sickness and it found 
that sickness absence 
cost BCBC £3.5m in 
salaries in a year - the 
equivalent of employing 
an extra 294 employees. 

The panel made a 
series of recommenda¬ 
tions which have been 
accepted by the scrutiny 
committee and will now 
go before cabinet.

Local airport is silent 
as ash cloud arrives 


HORROR CRASH 
KILLS FOUR 
IN PORTHCAWL

FOUR men died last week 
in Porthcawl when their 
car left the road and flew 
straight into a tree. 

A fifth man, the sole survivor, 
is in a stable condition in 
Morriston Hospital after suffering 
serious injuries. 

The car was travelling towards 
Porthcawl, and had just passed 
Porthcawl Cemetery, when it left 


the road. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Early indications are that the 
vehicle, a silver coloured 
Vauxhall Vectra, has lost control, 
left the carriageway and collided 
with a tree.” 

The point of impact on the tree 
was about six feet up, and the car 
was reported to have split in two. 

The men in the car were all 
from the Paulsgrove area of 


Portsmouth, and the deceased 
were named as: Tommy Marsh 
(17); Tommy Elmes (16); Danny 
Philbrow (43); and Lewis 
Michael Mackley (19).

Brynteg teacher cleared 
of rape and drug charge

THE head of Welsh 
at a Mid- 
Glamorgan com¬ 
prehensive School 
has been cleared of 
allegations at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court that he raped 
a 19-year-old 
woman he met at a 
Southerndown pub 
and supplied 
cocaine. 

But 38-year-old Huw 
Elystan Davies pleaded 
guilty to possessing the 
drug, worth about £50, 
and was fined £515. 

If he fails to pay the 
fine, he will go to prison 
for 14 days. 

Davies, of Bridgend, 
who taught at Brynteg 
Comprehensive School 
and was also a local 
councillor and school 
governor, was awarded 
his defence costs. 


Davies, a man with no 
previous convictions, 
denied the charges of 
rape and supplying 
cocaine 

Prosecutor Leighton 
Hughes said: “This is 
day six of the trial. The 
jury has heard the entire 
prosecution case, save 
for the evidence of the 
police interviews.” 

He said that he had to 
consider whether the 
available evidence pro¬ 
vided for a realistic 
prospect of a conviction, 
and was the prosecution 
of the accused in the 
public interest. 

He said he considered 
that the evidence had 
changed dramatically 
and had been under¬ 
mined significantly. 

Therefore, he said, he 
had reached the conclu¬ 
sion that it would be 


inappropriate for the 
prosecution to seek a 
conviction on the evi¬ 
dence available. 

He offered no further 
evidence and Davies 
was formally found not 
guilty. 

It had been claimed 
that Davies met the girl 
in a Southerndown pub 
and she returned with 
him to his home where, 
it is claimed, she was 
raped. 

Davies later told the 
police that he didn’t sup¬ 
ply her with cocaine and 
she willingly had sex 
with him. 

Judge Stephen 

Hopkins told Davies: 
“There is a myth that 
cocaine leads to no real 
harm. Nothing could be 
further from the truth.” 

He said it could lead 
to physical and psycho¬ 


logical addiction and 
could cause a personali¬ 
ty disorder. 

He said: “You were, 
at the time of your arrest, 
a teacher at Brynteg 
Comprehensive School. 

“What a truly dread¬ 
ful example you have 
set”. 

The judge said he 
would be “horrified” to 
learn that his son or 
daughter had been in his 
charge. 

Davies’ reputation, he 
said, was now irrepara¬ 
bly damaged. 

Defence counsel 
Elwan Evans QC said it 
was a difficult case to 
litigate because of the 
consequences of the 
allegations. 

“He has lost every¬ 
thing,” she said. 

Throughout the case, 
she said his family had 
fully supported him.

Consent is granted 
for new youth 
centre at Pencoed 


THE PROPOSED 
new youth centre 
for Pencoed may 
now go on part of 
the tennis courts at 
Velindre Road. 

The Development 
Control Committee has 
granted consent for the 
modular building to be 
placed on the disused 
tennis courts which are 
in a sports complex. 

Although consent had 
been received to place 
the youth centre on a 
children’s playground at 
the rear of Heol Las, 
there were objections to 
this from residents. 

The new scheme pro¬ 
poses siting the centre 
on the most easterly of 
four tennis courts and it 
would provide users 
with a main hall, com¬ 
puter room, kitchen- 
diner, quiet room, office, 
toilets and storage areas. 

The applicants are the 
Bridgend Youth Service, 
which would operate the 
centre. 

The wider community 
would also have use of 
the building and some 
activities would be 
aimed at them. 

The centre would be 
open up to four evenings 
a week until 9pm and 
may occasionally open 
at weekends. During the 
day, various training 
programmes for young 
people would take place 
and other organisations 
would also use it to 
stage their own sessions. 

Evening activities will 
include cooking, IT 
workshops, sport, music, 
dance, arts and crafts. 

There are no planning 
objections to the plan 
even though some out¬ 
door recreational facili¬ 
ties will be lost because 
the scheme would be 
complementary to that. 

Police have expressed 


concern about the securi¬ 
ty of the building espe¬ 
cially as there will be 
computers within it. 

They have recom¬ 
mended extra security 
measures to protect the 
IT equipment and also 
want a six feet high 
perimeter fence made of 
welded mesh constructed 
with grilles or roller 
shutters on windows. 
They also want a burglar 
alarm installed. 

Residents of Felindre 
Road have objected on a 
number of grounds, 
including inadequate car 
parking, the loss of the 
tennis courts, flooding 
risk as the site is on a 
flood plain, road safety, 
noise and disturbance 
and an increase in anti¬ 
social behaviour prob¬ 
lems from young people 
attracted to the club. 

They are also con¬ 
cerned about extra secu¬ 
rity lighting creating 
light pollution. 

Residents have been 
supported by the Lawn 
Tennis Association, the 
Wales Tennis 


Association and the 
Sports Council for 
Wales, who are all con¬ 
cerned about the loss of 
tennis courts which 
could be brought back 
into use. 

But planning officer 
Dave Llewelyn said that 
the centre would occupy 
half of one tennis court 
and only one tennis 
court would be lost. The 
club would be more than 
120 yards from the near¬ 
est houses resulting in a 
minimum of disruption 
and noise. 

It was felt that as the 
users would be young¬ 
sters too young to drive, 
there was no need to 
increase car parking at 
the sports complex and 
there was unlikely to be 
an increase in traffic 
hazards. 

Mr Llewelyn recom¬ 
mended granting consent 
because the scheme 
would not adversely 
affect privacy, highway 
safety or harm neigh¬ 
bour’s amenities. 

The application was 
granted.

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DEATH OF LONGEST-SERVING MEMBER 

Tributes are paid to 
RNLI stalwart Mike 


THE longest serv¬ 
ing volunteer mem¬ 
ber of Porthcawl 
RNLI operational 
team has died fol¬ 
lowing a short ill¬ 
ness. 

Mike Evans, aged 60, 
served as Deputy 
Launch Authority for 
the past 13 years having 
already served for 27 
years on the crew. 

Ian Stroud, of 
Porthcawl RNLI, sup¬ 
plied the following trib¬ 
ute: 

Mike Evans joined the 
Royal National Lifeboat 
Institution as a volunteer 
crew member on June 18, 
1969, just a few days 
before his 20th birthday. 

At that time, he was 
also a member of 
Porthcawl Lifeguard 
Club, and along with his 
older brothers, had been 
involved in building the 
club’s base at Rhych 
Point. 

The youngest of four 
sons, he moved to 
Porthcawl as a seven- 
year-old and was brought 
up in the licensing trade 
when his parents Ken 
and Cath Evans kept the 
Ship and Castle Public 
House, The Square, 
Porthcawl. 

The lure of emigrating 
saw Mike take a two- 
year break in service 
with the lifeboat. With 
the £10 assisted passage 
available in 1971, he and 
his new bride Myra left 
the UK to join his older 
brother David in 
Australia. 

In 1973, the young 
couple returned to 
Porthcawl and Mike 
rejoined the crew of 
Porthcawl Lifeboat, 
where he responded to 
hundreds of calls over his 
40 years of service. 

Having settled back 
into Porthcawl, Mike 
enjoyed a laid back 
approach to life. His 
loves were his family, 
and the sea. 

Father to Lance, 


Kylie, Jodie and Louise, 
he also treasured his 
three grandchildren and 
would regularly be seen 
walking with them along 
Eastern Promenade to the 
lifeboat station. 

“He had a special 
sense of humour,”" Myra 
said. “Recently, when in 
hospital, a nurse asked 
him if he was allergic to 
anything, he smiled and 
pointed to me and said 
only her. He always 
referred to me as his 
stalking best friend.” 

Mike served the com¬ 
munity throughout his 
life; he had been 
employed at the Princess 
of Wales Hospital for the 
past 25 years, initially as 
a bricklayer but more 
recently as a painter. 

A colleague said that 
his sense of humour was 
also well known in work, 
he would regularly be 
seen walking the wards 
with a tin of paint and no 
brush! 

Close friend and fel¬ 
low RNLI colleague 
Ross Martin said: “Mike 
had a passion for the sea. 
A few years ago we 
bought a sailing boat 
together and sailed from 
Monkstone Yacht Club, 
Briton Ferry. He will also 
be sadly missed by fel¬ 
low sailors at the club, 
who all knew him as a 
jovial and very likeable 
man.” 

The cremation was 
held at Bridgend on 
Friday, April 9, with the 
coffin escorted by 

Porthcawl Coastguards 
and Porthcawl RNLI per¬ 
sonnel. Lifeboat opera¬ 
tions manager, Philip 
Missen MBE, said: 

“Mike’s funeral was very 
special, with family, 

friends, and work and 
RNLI colleagues packed 
into the crematorium. 
Family and lifeboat 

friends contributed to the 
service with special 

memories in celebration 
of his life. 

“We had arranged the 
‘scattering of ashes’ at

Nurses and doctors 
will be on hand to meas¬ 
ure blood pressure, and if 
raised, people will be 
advised to visit their doc¬ 
tor for a follow up test 
and treatment. This short, 
simple, free test only 
takes a few minutes, but 
could help to save lives. 


High blood pressure is 
a key risk factor for 
stroke, which can strike 
at any age; it is the third 
most common cause of 
death in the UK and the 
single most common 
cause of severe disability. 

As there are often no 
symptoms of raised 
blood pressure,

‘Air quality is 
OK’ say council 
watchdogs 


BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is 
offering advice and 
reassurance to resi¬ 
dents following the 
volcanic dust which 
has led to wide- 
scale grounding of 
flights. 

The authority’s public 
protection department is 
monitoring how pollu¬ 
tion may impact on local 
air quality. 

As part of the coun¬ 
cil’s local air quality 
monitoring role, officers 
continuously monitor 
various atmospheric pol¬ 
lutants, including fine 
particles at locations 
across the county bor¬ 
ough. 

A BCBC spokes¬ 
woman said: “Although 
the main focus is on 
monitoring emissions 
from local sources such 
as road traffic and min¬ 
eral working, officers 
have in the past been 
able to record emissions 
generated from events 


further afield, including 
sand storms from North 
Africa and previous vol¬ 
canic activity in Iceland. 

“The public protection 
department is not 
expecting any significant 
deposits of ash locally 
because it is very high in 
the atmosphere but they 
will be monitoring the 
results for Bridgend 
county borough and 
keeping up to date with 
Met office advice for the 
region over the coming 
days. 

“Although the vol¬ 
canic ash is not consid¬ 
ered a health threat, it is 
sensible for people with 
existing respiratory con¬ 
ditions such as chronic 
bronchitis, emphysema 
and asthma to ensure 
they keep their inhalers 
or other medications 
with them. The Health 
Protection Agency, 

Public Health Wales and 
the Met Office will con¬ 
tinue to monitor the situ¬ 
ation and issue any fur¬ 
ther advice or updates as 
necessary.”

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Pencoed police try 
new tactic to reduce 
anti social behaviour 


NEIGHBOURHOOD 
police officers in 
Pencoed have launched 
an initiative aimed at 
reducing anti-social 
behaviour in the area. 

Police Constable Paul 
Harward and his col¬ 
leagues have been run¬ 
ning a scheme to get 
young people involved in 
community activities, and 
they are then rewarded by 
free activities or treats - 
an idea which appears to 
be successful so far. 

PC Harward said: “The 
area has suffered from a 
large amount of anti¬ 
social behaviour by 
groups of youths, with the 
most likely explanation 
being that they are badly 
provided for in terms of 
activities, leading to bore¬ 
dom. 

“I tell the youngsters 
about these community 
activities, and the beauty 
of it is that I do not tell 



them what their treat will 
be, and they come back 
time and again.” 

The efforts of the 
police seems to be work¬ 
ing considerably better 
than previous operations, 
which centred around 
directly targeting the 
badly-behaved youths 
and ‘cracking down’ on 
them. 


Village green 
application 
turned down 


AN application to 
register a piece of 
land in North 
Cornelly as a village 
green has been 
rejected. 

Villagers argued that 
the land at Ffordd yr 
Eglwys has been used as 
a community playing 
fields for many years, but 
it is owned by Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council, which objected 
to the application. 

The council said that 
the land in question was a 


designated open space 
and the public had exer¬ 
cised a lawful right to use 
it for sport, and it had not 
been used as of right 
which implies a form of 
open trespass. 

They said that the 
application did not satis¬ 
fy the requirements of 
the Commons Act 2006. 

A public inquiry was 
set up to look at the argu¬ 
ments and the inspector 
has decided that the 
application should be 
rejected. This decision 
has now been confirmed 
by the full council.

From Eog Mor to Ogmore 
Castle on Easter Sunday 


O N Easter 
Sunday, 

Clive added 
an extra walk to the 
programme and 
was joined by six 
members for a love¬ 
ly local walk begin¬ 
ning at Ogmore-by- 
Sea (Aberogwr - 
translated as mouth 
of the Ogmore). 

The ancient name of 
Ogmore was Eog Mor - 
meaning salmon water, 
but over the years when 
this was transcribed by 
monks, it slowly became 
Oggemore and then the 
modern Ogmore, which 
it seems has stuck. 

As the sun shone, the 
group made their way 
along the coastal foot¬ 
path in a westerly direc¬ 
tion and then climbing 
uphill, turned inland at 
West Earm and followed 
a bridle path that led 
them past Groes Larm 
onto the road at Heol-y- 
mynydd. 

Looking back towards 
the sea, the group had an 
uninterrupted view of a 
complete rainbow, high- 
arched in the sky above 
Porthcawl and the sky 
had turned grey as if rain 
was approaching. 

They took advantage 
of a stone wall to shelter 
them from the westerly 
wind and stopped for 
morning coffee while 
keeping an eye on the 
changing skyline. 

Just as well, because a 
light shower fell and as

it appeared that they 
were right on the edge of 
the encroaching rain, 
they were somewhat sur¬ 
prised to encounter a 
brief hail storm as they 
were preparing to move 
off. 

Passing through the 
hamlet of Heol-y-myny- 
dd, the group crossed 
part of the 
Southemdown golf 
course and from Ogmore 
Down descended to the 
main coastal road. 

They made their way 
to the footbridge that 
crosses the River 
Ewenny and crossing 
Ogmore Moor, the white 
suspension bridge over 
the River Ogmore, led 
them into the village of 
Merthyr Mawr 

Merthyr Mawr is 
probably best known for 
its sand dune system 
where the ‘Big Dipper’ 
is the second highest 
dune in all Europe, and 
secondly as a pretty vil¬ 
lage with its stone-built 
thatched cottages 
nestling around the vil¬ 
lage green and church 


Castle. 

dedicated to St Teilo and 
built during the mid 
1800s. 

This lovely church 
has many stained glass 
windows, including two 
at the south end dedicat¬ 
ed to St Teilo and St 
David, and at the rear is 
an open shed that con¬ 
tains ancient memorial 
stones. Some of these 
date back to AD800 and 
the name Merthyr Mawr 
or Great Martyrium (or 
shrine) implies a ceme¬ 
tery of some importance. 

The church registers 
date from 1813 and indi¬ 
cate that unknown 
sailors who were washed 
up on the nearby shore 
were laid to rest there. 
The church yard is 
renowned for the display 
of various flowers that 
cover it in late spring, 


and the porch was deco¬ 
rated with flower dis¬ 
plays for the Easter 
weekend, a very impor¬ 
tant date in the Christian 
calendar. 

Retracing their steps, 
the group made their 
way back to the ruins of 
Ogmore Castle for a 
lunch break. The castle 
was built down in the 
valley, as opposed to a 
hilltop, because it guard¬ 
ed an important major 
fording place. William 
de Londres established 
the first stronghold built 
of earth and timber there 
in 1116, which later was 
reinforced with stone. 

By the latter part of 
the Middle Ages, the 
castle ceased to have any 
military worth and the 
whole estate, eventually 
through marriage, 
became part of the 
Duchy of Lancaster and 
remains so to this day. 

Lollowing lunch, the 
group made their return 
along the valley beside 
the Rover Ogmore for 
the journey home after a 
very pleasant seven mile 
walk.

Pupils have say 
in town council 


PUPILS in year-10

“I was not surprised at 
the comments about the 
lack of a swimming 
pool.

board park and other 
projects to improve the 
town.”

He suggested that the 
replies be signed by the 
mayor and that a visit be 
made to the school by 
the mayor and deputy.

Council faces tough choices 
on future of adult learning 


CUTS in funding 
are threatening the 
future of “leisure 
learning” in 

Bridgend county 
borough. 

Bridgend College has 
reduced its funding for 
the adult community 
learning classes run by 
BCBC by £70,000 this 
year - from £252,000 to 
£180,000 - as they them¬ 
selves are facing a loss 
of millions of pounds in 
funding over the next 
few years, including 
£1.5m in the current 
year. 

A special review of 
Adult Community 
Learning (ACL) has 
been carried out by a 
panel of members of the 
health and wellbeing 
overview committee. 


AT the meeting on 
April 1, a report 
was given on the 
Annual Wales 
Conference held on 
March 25. 

A group of six mem¬ 
bers attended the meet¬ 
ing held in Christ 
College, Brecon, and 
they stayed in the 
Metropole Hotel in 
Llandrindod Wells. 

The speaker for the 
evening was Steven 
Jarvis, who returned to 
give part two of ‘Those 
were the days’. It was a 
trip into the past regard¬ 
ing household goods and 
the hard work that was 
experienced. 


A change of emphasis 
in government policy 
has also meant that fund¬ 
ing is being directed 
towards giving young 
people skills for work, at 
the expense of leisure 
learners, particularly 
those aged 60 and over, 
who are the largest users 
of ACL courses. 

This switch is having 
an effect on the provi¬ 
sion of classes and also 
on those attending, as 
fees have been increased 
and subsidies to the eld¬ 
erly cut. 

The council had allo¬ 
cated some of its own 
money to make up the 
shortfall in college fund¬ 
ing for 2009-10, but it 
was for a one-year peri¬ 
od only while further 
negotiations took place. 

The Welsh Assembly

Government has stated 
that funding is available 
to the college to deliver 
adult skills geared up to 
getting people into 
work, and this funding 
will not be targeted at 
leisure learners. 

A report from the 
panel to the health and 
wellbeing scrutiny com¬ 
mittee found that there 
was clear evidence link¬ 
ing adult community 
learning with crime 
reduction and improve¬ 
ments in health, wellbe¬ 
ing and social care out¬ 
comes. 

These benefits also 
extend to young people, 
especially those suffer¬ 
ing from social isolation 
or depression. ACL has 
been shown to benefit 
young mothers and 
young people who have 
had a negative experi¬ 
ence of education. 

Such classes have 
given them a route into 
learning and the gaining 
of qualifications and a 
job. 

The panel compared 
Bridgend’s ACL pro¬ 
gramme with those pro¬ 
vided elsewhere, and 
discovered that the 33 
per cent increase in fees 
from £1.50p an hour to 
£2 an hour resulted in 
Bridgend now being one 
of the most expensive in 
South Wales. Five out 
the seven councils con¬ 
tacted charged between 
80p and £1.50p an hour. 

Bridgend has also 
reduced concessions, 
including those for pen¬ 
sioners. Only people on 
means tested benefits 
now get a concession. 

The panel was told 
that this action may be 
against a new equalities 
bill which is seeking to 
protect the rights of 
older people. This bill 
could provide protection 
for the concessions 


granted to pensioners 
seeking access to learn¬ 
ing. 

The panel also looked 
at the length of courses 
and has recommended 
that some of the short, 
eight-week courses be 
scrapped in favour of 
15-week courses, 
because of the problem 
experienced by people 
not enrolling for new 
courses in January as a 
result of poor weather 
and dark nights. 

The panel looked at 
the example of Merthyr 
Tydfil council where 
social services had 
recognised the benefits 
of ACL and were invest¬ 
ing in leisure-related 
courses for older and 
disabled people. 

The panel has also 
proposed that the coun¬ 
cil does away with rigid 
rules about how many 
people are needed to 
enrol before a course can 
run. 

It says that if a class 
faces being discontin¬ 
ued, the tutor and learn¬ 
ers should have the right 
to set up their own class, 
with them agreeing a fee 
to the tutor and setting 
the charge they would 
pay. The council would 
simply make a charge 
for the use of the venue. 

The panel has made a 
series of recommenda¬ 
tions which have been 
adopted by the scrutiny 
committee, and which 
will now go forward to 
cabinet. 

The panel has also 
offered to reconvene 
when more information 
is available about this 
year’s financial position, 
and on the new equality 
bill.

Jubilee Gardens car 
valet plan is rejected 


PERMISSION to 
carry on a car valet¬ 
ing business in old 
stables behind hous¬ 
es in Jubilee 
Gardens, 
Porthcawl, has been 
refused. 

The development con¬ 
trol committee turned 
down an application for 
retrospective consent to 
use the stables for car 
valeting. Members had 
visited the site before 
making their decision. 

Some residents of 
Jubilee Gardens objected 
to the application. They 
alleged that car repairs 
were also being carried 


out as well as valeting 
and that cars are brought 
there to be repaired, 
valeted and then sold on. 

They complained that 
there was no proper 
drainage system to stop 
the chemicals in use from 
contaminating surround¬ 
ing land where horses 
and sheep are grazed. 

They also complained 
that the increase in traffic 
to and from the site was a 
risk to young children in 
the area. 

But some other resi¬ 
dents of the street wrote 
in support of the applica¬ 
tion. Porthcawl Town 
Council also objected. 

The committee heard 
that the use had already 


commenced and the 
application was submit¬ 
ted after the council 
received complaints and 
started an enforcement 
investigation. 

Although planning 
officers said that a car 
valeting business was not 
inappropriate at this loca¬ 
tion, the access to the site 
goes through a 
Landscape Conservation 
Area and the develop¬ 
ment has a detrimental 
visual impact on the des¬ 
ignated LCA which is 
contrary to the Bridgend 
Unitary Development 
Plan.

Special school could 
soon be on the move 


O G M O R E 
Comprehensive 
School may be put 
to a fresh use once 
pupils move to a 
new school being 
built on the 
Ynysawdre 
Comprehensive 
site. 

Bridgend County 
Borough Council 

(BCBC) is to consider 
re-locating Ysgol Bryn 
Castell special school to 
the Ogmore campus, 
which will be freed up 
once the school merges 
with Ynysawdre to cre¬ 
ate a new Valleys 
Gateway school. 

In a report to cabinet, 
strategy development 
officer Trevor Guy said 
that they had looked at 
various options for the 
future of Ysgol Bryn 
Castell (YBC) which is 
currently located on the 
site of the old Ysgol 
Cefn Glas in Bridgend. 

An investigation has 
found that more than a 
third of the accommoda¬ 
tion at YBC, and much 
of its 13-acre site, is 
unused. 

Bryn Castell teaches 
both primary and sec¬ 
ondary aged children 
who have either moder¬ 
ate learning and commu¬ 
nication difficulties, and 
possibly behavioural, 
social and emotional 
needs (EBSD). 

A review has found 


that the current site is too 
big for the number of 
pupils and does not pro¬ 
vide a controlled envi¬ 
ronment for pupils with 
EBSD, who need to feel 
secure. Access to the site 
is open and difficult to 
control. 

The council also has a 
Pupil Referral Unit 
(PRU) on a separate site 
which it shares with eld¬ 
erly and vulnerable 
social services users. The 
unit caters for children 
who have been excluded 
from their schools and 
are of compulsory school 
age. The site has been 
deemed inappropriate. 

Officers have recom¬ 
mended moving some 
pupils with less chal¬ 
lenging needs into satel¬ 
lite units in mainstream 
schools so that they 
become better integrat¬ 
ed, leaving those with 
EBSD in a slimmed 
down YBG, which 
would then provide 
about 60 places. 

Accommodation 
would also be provided 
at the same venue for the 
PRU, which would have 
40 places. 

Officers have looked 
at options to relocate 
YBC and the PRU, and 
have found that they 
need a site of at least 
4.7acres. The preferred 
option is to relocate YBC 
and the PRU to the site 
of Ogmore 

Comprehensive, which 
becomes available in 


2014. 

The site is geographi¬ 
cally central in the bor¬ 
ough and is easily acces¬ 
sible to the pupils. It is 
19.6 acres in total, and 
there is also room for 
other related services 
such as education wel¬ 
fare officers and other 
support staff now based 
at Ty Morfa to be located 
there as well. 

There would still be 
land available on that 
site to sell off to generate 
some income. The 
schools buildings at 
Ogmore are in a general¬ 
ly good state of repair, 
but refurbishment costed 
at £1.3m would be need¬ 
ed. 

The school also has an 
artificial sports pitch, 
outdoor multi-use games 
area, other sports facili¬ 
ties and purpose-built 
science laboratories. 

It is feasible, says the 
report, to remodel and 
refurbish existing build¬ 
ings, rather than design 
and build a new special 
school from scratch. 

The existing sports 
facilities would still be 
available for community 
use. 

The present YBC site 
would then be released 
for disposal to generate 
“significant income”, as 
could the other freed up 
sites if services were 
centralised. 

The other options 
looked at were to remain 
on the YBC site or to

Local man crashed 
and caused the death 
of his close friend 


A DRINK driver 
who caused the 
death of a close 
friend after losing 
control of his car on 
a bend has been 
sent to a young 
offender institution 
for three-and-a-half 
years and disquali¬ 
fied from driving 
for five years at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Adam Thorogood 
(18) of Boverton had 
passed his driving test 
only four weeks before. 
After the crash, he was 
found to be one-and-a- 
half times over the drink 
driving limit and, said 
prosecutor Michael 
Jones, he had taken 
cannabis some hours 
before. 

James Coates, aged 
18, an apprentice brick¬ 
layer, described by his 
mother as being a happy 
person, was ejected from 
the car when it over¬ 
turned on a left-hand 
bend between Llantwit 
Major and St Athan, and 
his body was found 
beneath a tree. He died 
from multiple injuries. 

Thorogood, who had 
no previous convictions, 
admitted causing the 
death of Mr Coates by 
driving carelessly and 
with excess alcohol. 

When he was arrest¬ 
ed, he told the police he 
“had taken a chance” by 
driving that night. A 
chance, he said, that 
went “terribly wrong”.

Thorogood: “Drink driv¬ 
ers maim or kill innocent 
people.” 

Mr Jones said that in 
the early hours of 
August 22, Thorogood 
went with Mr Coates 
and two other friends, 
Matthew Bawden and 
Jonathan Luxton, to a 
24-hour garage to buy 
cigarettes. 

But five minutes later, 
he lost control of his car 
which hit a verge and 
trees and turned over. 

A pilot, Gavin 
Andrews, driving home 
from Cardiff Wales 
Airport, despite braking 
hard, struck the car 
which was on its roof. 

Thorogood was 
repeatedly saying: 
“What have I done? 
What have I done?” and 
said he had been drink¬ 
ing. Mr Bawden and Mr 
Luxton had to be cut free 
from the vehicle. 

No mechanical 
defects were found in 
the car. 

Mr Jones said that 
Thorogood confessed to 
have been drinking and 
to have taken “some 
weed” earlier that day. 

He said he had a 
vague recollection of the 
incident but said that at 
one point, his car “went 
nuts”. 

He also said he had 
not been a confident 
driver at night and some¬ 


times forgot to put on his 
lights. 

“This defendant was 
an inexperienced driver 
who had taken excess 
alcohol and cannabis 
before deciding to drive 
at night to get cigarettes. 
It was a decision which 
had tragic conse¬ 
quences.” said Mr Jones. 

Defence counsel 
Jeremy Jenkins said 
Thorogood and his fami¬ 
ly approached the case 
in a realistic way and did 
not have any false hopes. 

He said he had lost a 
close friend and his 
remorse was heartfelt 
and genuine. 

His behaviour, said 
Mr Jenkins was totally 
uncharacteristic and the 
consequences were trag¬ 
ic. 

He said Thorogood 
had written a letter to the 
court saying that he 
thought about what had 
happened last thing at 
night and when he woke 
up in the morning. 

“There’s not a day 
when I don’t think about 
James and his family,” 
he wrote. 

Mr Jenkins said the 
reason for the accident 
remains a mystery. 

No sentence, he 
added, could cover his 
loss. 

The judge told 
Thorogood he would 
have to live for the rest 
of his life with the mem¬ 
ory, but it was nothing 
compared to the suffer¬ 
ing being experienced 
by Mr Coates’ mother.

Can you have a 
‘healthy’ divorce? 


DURING a divorce it feels like 
everything is changing: your 
home life, daily routine, and, 
even your sense of identity. 

It’s a time of emotional, financial and 
practical upheaval.You need to make impor¬ 
tant decisions, often when you feel least able 
to.And you may be continuing to work, care 
for children and generally doing your best to 
carry on as normal.

Don’t underesti¬ 
mate the satisfaction that will come when 
you look back in the knowledge that you 
behaved with restraint and dignity. 
Sometimes the best ‘revenge’ is showing 
someone how far you have moved on. 

2. Keep it civil, for the sake of the 
children. 

Separating couples may agree on very lit¬ 
tle, but they both want the best for their 



children.Accepting that you have an ongoing 
relationship with your child’s other parent 
helps. 

Keep children informed, jointly if possi¬ 
ble, in an age appropriate way and give them 
lots of reassurance. Just because children 
are not physically in the middle of an argu¬ 
ment, it does not mean that they are not 
feeling its effects. They need both of you at 
this time more than ever. 

3. Why can’t they just 
move on? 

Divorcing spouses go 
through different stages, 
including denial, anger, bargain¬ 
ing, depression and acceptance.

A rare visitor flies 
into a rural garden 


I ’VE followed 
with interest 
recent letters in 
The GEM regard¬ 
ing sightings of a 
Red Kite around 
the Cowbridge 
area. 

Last summer, I spent 
a very enjoyable couple 
of hours at the Red Kite 
feeding station near 
Rhayader in Powys. 

Before commencing 
the spreading of the 
meat outside the hides, 
we were informed that 
as many as 300 kites can 
turn up for the banquet. 

I took this figure with 
a pinch of salt since it’s 
not that many years ago 
that Wales only had one 
breeding pair. 

However, the farmer 
was proved right when 
soon the sky was thick 
with these beautiful 
birds - just like a scene 
from Hitchcock’s 
famous movie. 

I don’t think so many 
large birds can all live in 
that locality and so many 
of them must travel quite 
a distance each day to 
feast. 

My reason for writing 
is to tell your readers 
about another rare bird 
that’s visiting the 
Cowbridge area. For the 


last month or so, a 
Peregrine Falcon has 
been coming into my 
rural garden. 

Sometimes it sits on 
the fence near to my 
kitchen window, and 
other times it appears to 
harass small birds that 
are inside the bushes. 

We also have a pair of 
wood pigeons that feed 
off the grass under our 
hanging bird feeders. I 
hope they’re not on its 
menu. 

Yesterday, it was try¬ 
ing to get inside a bush 
as if to get at sparrows 
perching in there. 

It’s definitely a 
Peregrine because with 
my binoculars I’ve had 
super views of it. 

What I’d like to 
know, if any of your 
readers can help me in 
this - where around 
Cowbridge it could nest, 
as I associate Peregrins 
with cliffs or high build¬ 
ings. 

I’ve omitted my 
address on purpose in 
case there are any 
pigeon fanciers out there 
who may feel threatened 
by its visits. 

However, if any true 
bird watchers would like 
more information, I 
would be glad to help 
out via your letters page.

LOCAL Trading 
Standards officers 
are investigating 
complaints by resi¬ 
dents that they 
were misled into 
spending thousands 
of pounds at one- 
day sales events. 

One resident claimed 
she was offered a special 
price of £1 for a china 
dinner set by a company 
only for it to be raised to 
almost £3,000 after¬ 
wards to have it person¬ 
alised. 

She said: “I was 
cold-called on the tele¬ 
phone by a company 
who said they would be 
at a local hotel venue, 
selling for one day only, 
and asked me if I’d like 
to attend. 

“When I attended, 
they were very profes¬ 
sional and persuasive. I 
ended up buying the 
goods and agreeing to 
have them engraved with 
my initials. The compa¬ 


ny said I could still can¬ 
cel within seven days if I 
changed my mind. 

“As soon as I got 
home, I had a bad feel¬ 
ing so decided to cancel 
but the company refused 
saying they’d already 
started to personalise the 
goods, even though it 
was within the seven- 
day cooling off period, 
and I would have to pay 
the full £3,000. 

“I’m not the sort of 
person to be tricked easi¬ 
ly, but the company 
managed to mislead me, 
convincing me to sign 
up to something I didn’t 
want because it seemed 


like such a bargain.” 

Vale principal trading 
officer Simon Wil ki nson 
urged people to be very 
careful of sales events 
operating on a ‘here 
today and gone tomor¬ 
row’ basis. 

“If it sounds too good 
to be true, it probably is, 
so don't part with your 
money or sign docu¬ 
ments on the spur of the 
moment,” he said.

Seeing in big letters 
‘Written and directed by 
Ricky Gervais and 
Stephen Merchant’ may 
mislead some people 
into expecting either a 
full-on comedy or, for 
those less keen on the 
Gervais brand, a two- 
hour smug-fest of come¬ 
dians he knows. 

Cemetery Junction, 
however, is a film that 
skirts closer to the 
British films of the early 
1960s {Saturday Night, 
Sunday Morning and 
Billy Liar being stylistic 
reference points) than it 
does the work of 
Gervais’ idols such as 
Woody Allen and, cou¬ 
pled with a touch of the 
pair’s typical humour, 
makes for a hugely 
worthwhile viewing 
experience. 

The idea for the film 
has been floating around 
ever since Gervais and 
Merchant wrapped up 
The Office, initially as a 
follow-up sitcom, and it 
is clear that time and 
effort went into the 
script; the characters, by 
and large, are sharply 
drawn, and there is a 
real sense of the pair 
showing there is more to 
their writing than come¬ 
dy but never straying too 
far from their roots. 

The film is replete 
with their brand of one- 
liners, the film never 
less than hugely amus¬ 
ing, while one or two 
set-ups are hilarious, 
under-pinned with a 
cringeworthiness not 
seen since the days of 
Wemham Hogg. 


They also nail the 
characters superbly well, 
with the three leads per¬ 
fectly realised, giving 
each their own moment, 
yet capturing beautifully 
the carefree attitude of 
the last days of youth 
before life takes over; it 
is a coming-of-age tale 
that doesn’t wear its 
feelings too overtly. 

Meanwhile, the casual 
racism and sexism of the 
day is etched among the 
supporting characters 
with a lightness of 
touch, the mentality of 
the early 1970s being 
reflected through the 
band of characters. 

The pair’s direction is 
similarly strong, captur¬ 
ing the suburban minuti¬ 
ae to perfection. 

While the pair shy 
away from anything too 
technical within their 
direction, they do offer 
up enough clever touch¬ 
es to give the film a cin¬ 
ematic feel, while main¬ 
taining the intimacy of 
the piece. 

With such well-writ- 
ten characters, it is little 
surprise the cast offer up 
such well-tuned per¬ 
formances. 

Christian Cooke 
shows an easy charisma 
and likeability as the 
ambitious Freddie, des¬ 
perate to better himself 
and escape a life of 
working in factories, 
while Tom Hughes is 
mesmeric as the conflict¬ 
ed Bruce, full of pent up 
rage and anger at both 
his situation and his 
father’s perceived failure 
to keep his family 
together. 

Completing the trio is 
Jack Doolan’s comedic 
turn as Snork; unable to 
speak to women, and 
seemingly incapable of 
surviving in social situa¬ 
tions, he is the comedy 
between Cooke and 
Hughes’ more dramatic 
turns. 

As a trio, their chem¬ 
istry is believable, and 
completely engaging. 

The supporting cast 
are well assembled and 
all offer something; from 
Felicity Jones as 
Freddie’s old school 
sweetheart, now engaged 
to Mike Ramsay (a smug 
Matthew Goode) a man 
who wants nothing more

than to be like her father, 
Mr Kendrick (a turn 
from Ralph Fiennes that 
removes the bitter after¬ 
taste of Clash of The 
Titans), to Gervais him¬ 
self, who reins in the 
comedy for a turn that 
has more than hint of 
pathos running through 
it; all the support turns 
are a winner. 

Even British comedy 
perennials such as Julia 
Davies, Steve Speirs and 
Anne Reid are afforded 
opportunities to shine, 
but it is Emily Watson 
who comes closest to 
stealing the show, her 
small but expertly deliv¬ 
ered turn as Mrs 
Kendrick, whose lack of 
attention from her hus¬ 
band is a bitter portent 
of what may come to her 
daughter if she doesn’t 
follow her dreams, light¬ 
ing up the film and high¬ 
lighting the strength in 
depth on show. 

The film’s greatest 
skill, however, is its 
timeless quality. Yes, 
there are nods to the 
period in which it is set, 
but the overall themes 
are timeless, and this 
makes Cemetery 
Junction a film that 
stands up on its own. 

VERDICT-Another 
success story for Ricky 
Gervais and Stephen 
Merchant, Cemetery 
Junction makes for a 
hugely watchable film. 

A strong script and 
performances make this 
a coming-of-age tale 
well worth watching, 
and Cemetery Junction a 
stop well worth getting 
off at. 

Highly recommended.

In Steve’s opinion, 
what all prisoners 
require is help to resolve 
their problems. He and 


principal Paul Halstead 
introduced the evening 
with a welcome and 
review of the year. 

Cultural historian, 
writer and broadcaster 
Professor Peter Stead, 
then gave a short talk 
about the history of 
Barry, with special refer¬ 
ence to the importance 
that the town has always 
placed upon education.
